3. Am you are aware the number of CIA atudeats who could 
attend ^e Academy ie circumscribed by two very basic coaeidera- 
tloae: 


a. With world attentloa increasiagly focused on our 
intelligeace activity, we muet cominue to do everything we 
can to protect the cover of our covert perecwnel. la cases 
where attendance at the Academy would unduly eiqK>ee our 
men. we would have to put eeeurity conel derations first, 
and train them by our own means. 

b. A great deal of our traialcg ia of such a epeciaUeed 
nature that it would havo no real place in an Academy ae now 
cnvletoned and we must continue to conduct this instruction 
through our own facilitiee. This training would include ex^h 
subjects as communications, technical surveillance, all 
aspects of clandestine aad covert tradecraft, etc. 


4. There arc certain areas where we believe we could make a 
real eoatribolion to the Academy In terms of Instruction, material 
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«ad 7««e»rch. Whether we would participate fay providtaf a eemi- 
permaoent staff or through teachers on loan caa be considered when 
plans for the Academy are firmer. The areas of instruetioa in 
which we might participate are: 


a. The Agency School of International Communism, which 

has achieved a world-wide rei»tatlon | \ 

[could certainly contribute on all 

aspects of communism^ 

b. In the fields of counter-espionage* counter-intelligence, 
cowiter- subversion and insurgency we would continue to con- 
tribute.

c. It may be worthwhile to consider our participation in 
some sort of presentation on the U. S. intelligence community 
and the role of the DCI aad the Agency. 

d. The Agency might devise a couree instruction which 
would acquaint the students with various foraign intelligence 
services and tike techniques these services use in operating 
against our diplomatic estdblishmetUs abroad. The purpose 
of such a course would be to enhance the security of U. S. 
goverameitf establishments abrcMkd by an increased aware- 
ness of forces at work to penetrate them. 


e. We would be able to contribute guest lecturers on 
specialised subjects ss we do nou with the service scsdemlet. 


S. lu Mr, Amory's psper we note ti:.ai. although CIA would be 
a contributor and a coasumer* it Is excluded from the Board of 
Regents (page 2, paragra^ 2). Is there any reason for this? We 
believe it would contribute to ths overall work of the Academy to 
have a eanior overt officer of the Agency on the Board of Regenta. 

He need not neceeearily be publicly identified. Also in Mr. Amory'a 
p^er we note there is ao provieioa fov inclusion of CIA faculty 
membsrt or administrators, which we believe could be of consider- 
able as ei stance to the Academy.

6. Agency men, 

Amory papers feel that the degree of academic freedom encouraged 
in NAFA will be a vital factor In determining the real nature of the 
Academy. In that this consideration cannot help but affect the security

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of the Academy, it will alao affact tb* extent and the type of Agency 
participation. Aleo we notice that Mr. Amory'e peper mentions 
(page 8, paragraph 5) that foreign citisens and private U. S. cltlsens 
are to he included in NAFA courses. This, of course, would raise 
security questions for us. 

7. Some in CIA who have looked over these papers feel, if 
NAFA Is to be truely interdepartmental, that courses which con- 
cern only one agency should not be included In the NAFA curricu- 
lum. In other words, it should not be an expanded FSI. 

g. Our training people make the point that it would be benefi- 
cial to the Agency if the Academy has a number of short courses 
on individual topics so that they can be utilined by CIA personnel 
to fill specific gaps in fheit knowledge. It may be difficult to break 
loose some of our employees for long courses. 

9. The Informal commente above may help In working toward 
detailed planning for NAFA, which it necessary before we can be 
more epecifle about our contributions. 

10. We would be happy to brief you or any a^erm concerned on 
our training effort and faculties if you believe this desirable.
